an electrical actuator attached to said body; 

a data recording attached to said body and including 
control signal adjustment data that is a function of a variation between 
measured resultant characteristics and nominal resultant characteristics 
and as a function of an operating condition of the mechanism. 

58. The mechanism of claim 57 wherein the mechanism is a 
fuel injector. 

59. The mechanism of claim 58 wherein said data recording 
includes a bar code. 

60. The mechanism of claim 59 wherein the control signal 
adjustment data includes fuel injection quantity adjustment data that 
is a function of an operating condition of the fuel injector. 

61. The method of claim 60 wherein the control signal 
adjustment data includes a fuel injection timing adjustment data. 

REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the present application, as amended, is 
respectfully requested. 

Claims 35-45 stand rejected under 35 USC §112. Applicants have 
canceled these claims, thus rendering this rejection moot. Therefore, 
Applicants respectfully request that all of the outstanding §112 
rejections be withdrawn.

Applicants have submitted herewith new claims 46-61 that are 
believed to define the invention in a way that is allowable over the art of 
record.

Applicants appreciate the indication in the First Office Action that 
claims 1-31 are allowable over the art of record. 

The original ribboned patent is included herewith and is hereby 
surrendered so that this re-issue application can be allowed. 

Applicants request that the Patent Office records correctly identify 
the filing date as May 28, 1999. The notice of incomplete response 
mistakenly identifies the filing date as May 28, 2000.
